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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claims 5-14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to 
comply with the enablement requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which 
was not described in the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to 
which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the 
invention. The specification does not adequately describe how the position sensor 
detects the translational speed of the carriage. According to the specification, the 
frequency of the voltage varies with the speed of the carriage. It is never explained how 
the sensor is able to vary the frequency of the voltage in relation to the speed of the 
carriage. Varying the signal based on speed would imply that the frequency either 
increases or decreases as the speed increases or decreases, but it is never shown how 
a position detector would be able to determine the speed in order to alter the frequency 
since a position detector normally detects positions and not magnitude of speed. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 
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(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1-3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Wakasugi (5.842.432). 

In regard to claims 1-3, Wakasugi discloses an electronic stitch regulator 
comprising a position sensor (7); a sensor arm (14) that is pivotally mounted in the base 
plate and is preloaded longitudinally with a spring element; a base plate (3); an 
electronic circuit; an electrical output connector (fig. 5). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention Is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

The factual inquiries set forth in Graham v. Jotin Deere Co., 383 U.S. 1 , 148 
USPQ 459 (1966), that are applied for establishing a background for determining 
obviousness under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) are summarized as follows: 

1 . Determining the scope and contents of the prior art. 

2. Ascertaining the differences between the prior art and the claims at issue. 

3. Resolving the level of ordinary skill in the pertinent art. 

4. Considering objective evidence present in the application indicating 
obviousness or nonobviousness. 

Claims 1, 3, and 4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 

over Schweizer (6.871 .606) in view of Sturdevant (5,414,940). 
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In regard to claims 1 , 3 and 4, Schweizer discloses a position sensor (32) below 
the sewing machine (fig. 1). Sturdevant discloses a position sensor (14), a sensor arm 
(12), a base plate (16), and electronic circuit (fig. 2), an electrical output connector (fig. 
2), and a spring element (18). Using Sturdevant's position sensor would provide an 
accurate means for detecting the position of the fabric. It would have been obvious to 
one having ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made to modify 
Schweizer's apparatus to utilize the contact position sensor as taught by Sturdevant in 
order to provide an effective means for detecting the position of the fabric. 

Conclusion 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Reinke (4,534,304) discloses a stitch correction method and 
apparatus. Martell et al. (4,548,143) discloses a method and apparatus for varying the 
length of stitches sewn. Soyama et al. (4,584,9540 discloses detectors for use on a 
sewing machine. Takagi et al. (4,873,931) discloses a thread regulating apparatus. 
Schopf (5,553,563) discloses a rotary stitch regulator. Bruhl et al. (6,450,1 10) discloses 
a sewing machine with speed dependent stitch correction.
